Disclosed are male plug having support 502 and contact zones (column 22, lines 
22-23); female socket having housing 526 and contact elements 530; and tightening 
device 536 with tightening sleeve 512 for exerting a radial pressure of the contact zones 
on the contact elements. The female socket has second free end zone 508, and the 
contact elements 530 being insulated from one another (column 23, lines 20-21). 
Contact elements 530 have metallic spring blades (column 23, lines 25-26). 

Claims 4, 5, 7 and 9-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the prior art of record, particularly Mott et al, discloses or teaches 
notched contact zones with radial walls; a groove for receiving a first cable section; a 
circulation channel; a metallic rivet in a radial bore; nor hollow connecting components 
which serve as wire guides.
